KERRIA — Japanese  Rose.  Fine  bloomer.  Flowers 
double  and  yellow.  Branches  arching. 

LAGERSTROMIA — Crepe  Myrtle.  Fine  shrubs  for 
summer  and  fall  blooming. 

Pink.  Red. 

PHILADELPHUS.  Syringa.  Flowers  cream  white, 
very  fragrant. 

PLUMBAGO.  Spreading  shrub  or  vine.  Flowers  azure 
blue. 

SPIREA.  Prunifolia  (Bridal  Wreath).  Flowers  double, 
white. 

SYMPHORICARPOS— Snowberry. 

S.  Occidentalis.  Clusters  of  white  berries  at  end 
of  branches.  S.  Vulgaris.  Red  berries. 

VIBURNUM — Snowball.  Well  known  shrub  with  large 
clusters  of  globular  white  flowers.
